Dear Mr. Dulles: 

As you know. Section llO of the Atomic Energy Act of 19 5U was amended 
by Public Law 1006, approved on August 6, 1956, and now reads as follows: 

"Sec. 1U3. DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE PARTICIPATION.— 

The Commission may authorize any of its employees, or employees 
of any contractor, prospective contractor, licensee or prospective 
licensee of the Commission, or any other person authorized access 
to Restricted Data by the Commission under Subsection lU5b, to 
permit any employee of an agency of the Department of Defense or 
of its contractors, or any member of the Armed Forces to have 
access to Restricted Data required in the performance of hiB 
duties and so certified by the head of the appropriate agency of 
the Department of Defense or his designees Provided, however. 

That the head of the appropriate agency of the Department of 
Defense or his designee has determined, in accordance with the 
established personnel security procedures and standards of such 
agency that permitting the member or employee to have access to 
such Restricted Data will not endanger the common defense and 
security; And provided further, That the Secretary of Defense 
finds that the established personnel and other security procedures 
and standards of such agency are adequate and in reasonable 
conformity to the standards established by the Commission under 
section lli5. u 

To implement Section lii3 of the Act the Commission has approved the policy 
of authorizing the Heads of Federal Departments and Agencies other than the 
Department of Defense to permit their employees or contractor employees 
who have been cleared by the AEC (excluding such employees who have been 
cleared by the AEC in connection with an access permit) to grant access to 
the Restricted Data in their possession to any employee of an agency of 
the Department of Defense or of its contractors, or any member of the 
Armed Forces provided that the Head of the appropriate agency of the 
Department of Defense or his designee certifies in writing that such 
member or enployee needs the access in the performance of duty, possesses 
appropriate military clearance, and that permitting the access will not 
endanger the common defense and security.

2318-01 Purpose and Scope 

This Chapter sets forth the policy and procedures whereby AEC employees and 
employees of AEC contractors or licensees and employees of other Federal 
Department^ or Agencies, and their contract o rs. , _w ho_p os sess _a pp r o p r i a t e _A E C 
clearance, may permit an employee of an agency of the Department of Defense, 
or of its contractors, or any member of the Armed Forces to have access to 
Restricted Data in_their poss ession . When_the_transfer of _Re s t ri ct e d Data 
documents or_material is_involved,_the__requirements of_Par t s_2 100 and 2^00 
of the AEC Manual^/ shall applyj_P£°vided t ha t_t he__c e r t if ic a t i on_r equi red by 
Section 03_hereof is__furni£hed. The policy and procedures in this Chapter 
are also applicable to civilian and military employees of an agency of the 
Department of Defense when that agency is acting as a contractor to the AEC.

2318-02 Policy 

It is the policy of the Atomic Energy Commission to permit its employees

2318-03 Requests for Access to Restricted Data
